DOUBLE-BLADED ATTACK ON 


DEFLATION SCHEDULED SOON

A double-bladed attack on defla- 
tion will be made soon hy Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, with moves to pre- 
serve wage scales and provide new 
jobs. 
Tho President 
listened sympa- 


thetically last night to proposals 
of American labor for a huge piiB- 
lic works construction program, 
involving a bond issue of four to 
six billions, and including a. i\n- 
imum wage clause in the prospec- 
tive shorter work week legisla- 
tion. 


Besides considering these propo- 


sitions, Mr. Roosevelt is looking 
hopeful 
to his recommendations 


now before Congress to case the 
debt burden on agriculture and 
small home owners as forwardad 
steps in the reconstruction pro- 
gram, now aimed more definitely 
at checking deflation. 
The President has virtually com- 


pleted a plan for a bond issue 
of several billions to finance new 
public construction. He was rep- 
resented last night as ready to 


consider a federal minimum wage

It also was amended to 
provide that in political subdivis- 
ions where sale of intoxicants had 
been forbidden by local vote It 
would be necessai-y for the voters 
in those communities t.o authorize 
sale of beer.
